Virginia and Adelita are two women that 
we've had the opportunity to minister to. 
Both are housed at the Hudson County 
Correctional Facility. As the articles in 
the Jersey Journal indicate: 


Virginia is 32 years old, and a crack 
addict. She's married with three other 
children, one of which is in the custody of 
DYFS (the Division of Youth and Family 
Services). 

She called the Jersey Journal in order to 
gain attention to her pregnancy. Since 
that article, she's changed her mind as a 
result of visits by the Catholic and 
Protestant chaplains, and Gateway's 
visits and literature. Please pray for 
Virginia, that she may come to know the 
Lord. Pray that she be approved for a 
Christian rehabilitation program that we 
have suggested to the Judge. While at the 
facility, we were introduced to Adelita. 

Adelita is 27, Hispanic, and unmarried. 
She is reportedly from Belize, Africa. 
She had twins 6 weeks premature, named 
Justin and Joshua. She had been accused 
of abusing Justin. When we saw her a 
few days ago, she was on suicide watch. 
Her baby had died that day. Now she is 
accused of murder. 

Adelita has asked we pray for her. She 
insists that she's innocent. She 
mentioned that she came to Christ at age 
16 and this incident has been a "wakeup 
call" for her. 

Pregnant women in jail often become 
pawns for pro-abortion advocates like 
NARAL, NOW or the ACLU. Sonya 
Jackson was an example of that. These 
women's physical, mental and spiritual 
needs are often overlooked. 

Prayer and physical advocacy is needed 
for the many pregnant women in jail. 
Most may have no opportunity to hear 
about any other 'choice' but abortion. 
Often, abortion is suggested or pushed 
because of prejudicial attitudes of those 
'in the system'. ("Why bring another 
criminal into the world?"; "The child 
will only be drug addicted"; "She 
deserves to pay for her crime") 

What's overlooked is that a baby already 
has been conceived. The baby is made in 
God's image. The mother has worth. She 


needs to know about Christ's love and 
forgiveness. 

Pray for Gateway, as we frequently are 
called upon to minister to pregnant 
women in jail. Pray for wisdom as we 
deal with the authorities, the media, and 
those opposed to life {2 Cor. 10:4-5}.
